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Jailing 
Practice 
Attacked

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
ancient practice of jailing 
people who don’t pay their fines 
is under strong attack in the 
Supreme Court as unfair to the 
poor. 
Lawyers 
representing 
a 
number of Baltimore indigents, 
told the court that letting an 
affluent defendant pay his fine 
and go home while jailing a poor 
mar. for nonpayment is not 
equivalent punishment. 


Stanley E. Bass, representing 
a Chicago man kept in jail 
beyond his term because he 
could not pay an additional fine, 
said time spent in jail is a more 
severe penalty than paying a 
fine. 
“ Society looks on it dif­ 
ferently,” Fisher said. “A man 
who has gone to jail is a 
criminal. A man who has paid a 
fine has had an unfortunate 
experience.” 
Fisher also questioned any 
formula that equates loss of 
freedom to loss of money, no 
matter what the rate. 


“One 24-hour day in jail does 
not equal $2,” Fisher declared, 
calling for a ruling that would 
require courts to provide other 
means of payment, such as by 
installments. 
A decision outlawing the jail- 
for-fine practice would affect 
thousands of prisoners and 
touch virtually every jail in the 
country. 
“We simply cannot have a 
system of justice which would 
call for charge account justice,” 
answered George L. Russell Jr., 
Baltimore city solicitor. 


Both Bass and Fisher sup­ 
ported 
the 
necessity 
of 
threatening jail for persons who 
could pay but simply refuse, but 
said the law does 
not dif­ 
ferentiate between such cases 
and persons who would pay if 
they had the money. 
When all else fails, Bass said, 
the state might be justified in 
claiming labor in lieu of money, 
but he argued that around-the- 
clock 
imprisonment 
required 
the indigent to give up more 
than a day’s work.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Russians have deployed a

Gadgets come and gadgets go, and some new and wonderful 
equipment lias come to stay. But for a home gardener with a liking 
for the quiet, simple, rugged way nothing can take the place of the 
number 2 irrigating shovel. In fact, an irrigating shovel and a flat 
file to sharpen it with are the only tools a small-scale gardener 
really needs A rake, a hoe, a trowel are handy accessories, but the 
straight-shanked irrigating shovel will do the whole job. 
Few who have not used it realize its versatility. Many who 
should be buying a straight-shanked irrigating shovel get one of the 
curved-shank types instead. But, friends, that is no simple matter 
of preference. A curved-shank shovel is just a shovel. But a 
straight-shanked irrigating shovel is the key to a whole new world 
It’s a tranquil world, away from the popping and clanking of 
internal combustion engines and the smell of exhaust gasses 
There’s no worry about equipment break-downs or accidents. And 
there’s no worry about who’s going to make the payments at the 
end of the month. 
It’s a good way to keep in trim, too, and there’s a wonderful 
feeling of oneness with all the generations of men who have worked 
the good earth down through the ages. The irrigating shovel, used 
by a gardener with good heavy-soled shoes is a spade, and serves in 
the garden plot as a plow serves in the field. Pressed straight down 
in moist soil, the shovel will lay it over to a depth of eight inches or 
more, row after row much as the furrows turn from a plow’s 
moldboard 
Spading is not easy work of course. But it will build muscle and 
cut down waistlines. And there’s no need to spade a quarter acre all 
at once. One small plot at a time will get the job done with a 
minimum of sore backs 
Weeding with the irrigating shovel is easier, or digging post or 
stake holes, or pulverizing soil or cutting seed rows — or irrigating. 
The sturdy little tool’s uses seem innumerable. It might even cut 
food costs, and it’s sure to give you an appetite for the food you 
produce.

He gained admittance and, 
according to one girl’s affidavit, 
bit her fiercely above the left 
knee. 
MAYOR TRICKED 
There was an even more

Smitherman of Selma, Ala., 
went to a ghetto apartment to 
meet some girls. His escort, an 
irrepressible fleece artist known 
as Jimmy “Race Track” Ed­ 
wards. confessed happily that he 
had euchered the mayor out of 
$107.This was accomplished by 
persuading the mayor to remove 
his cash from his wallet and to 
place it in an envelope for safe 
keeping. Then Edwards pulled 
an envelop switch, leaving his 
honor with an envelope full of 
worthless newspaper clippings 
Three weeks later, the police 
reported that James J. Ed­ 
wards, then the mayor of 
Blytheville, Ark., had been left 
stranded in a Washington 
apartment at 2:30 a.m. waiting 
for “entertainment.” His cash, 
according to the police, had also 
been exchanged for newspaper 
clippings. 
Wicked Washington, ap­ 
parently, has become a mayors’ 
trap.In the latest incident, this 
column sought to find out what 
happened to North Little Rock’s 
first citizen. Mayor Laman, 
accompanied by Alderman 
Travis Hartwick and City At­ 
torney John Harmon, came to 
town last week to discuss a 
housing project with federal 
officials. 
The night before their ap­ 
pointment, as the city adorned 
her neon jewelry and the mad 
beat of the go-go rooms blended 
with the traffic noises, the 
Arkansas trio set out for food, 
drink and adventure. 
UNESCORTED LADIES 
They began with the exotic

Then 
they moved on to a night club, 
which is a favorite after-dark 
rendezvous for unescorted 
ladies 
The mayor acknowledged to 
this column that he had struck 
up a conversation with a lady at 
the bar who said she was a 
nurse. Alderman Hartwick 
became friendly with another 
young lady who played a guitar. 
Harmon became bored and left 
early. 
Mayor Laman and Alderman 
Hartwick hung around until the 
night club closed shortly after 1 
a.m. before returning to their 
hotel. As the mayor recounted 
what happened, he showered 
and turned in for the night. He 
was already asleep, he said, 
when a thief entered the room 
between 1:30 and 2 a.m. 
The mayor said he was 
awakened by the noise but 
couldn’t identify the culprit in 
the dark. “I couldn’t tell 
whether he was a 10-year-old 
child or a two-headed Negro,” 
drawled his honor. 
The police believe one of the 
girls from the night club got into 
the mayor’s room and made off 
with his wallet and watch. 
The mayor responded in­ 
dignantly to this theory. “If I 
had been hustled by a whore,” 
he said, “I would have taken my 
loss and kept quite. I sure 
wouldn’t have reported it to the 
police.” 
In any event, Mayor Laman 
recounted his unhappy story- 
next day to Rep. Wilbur Mills, D- 
Ark., who told the mayor he got 
off lucky.

I love Jesse Unruh. He is such 
a scoundrel. A very bright and 
very amiable scoundrel, and I 
might add utterly ruthless. He is 
now quoted as saying about 
Ronald Reagan that the 
governor has “forfeited any 
right to hold public office.” By 
sheer coincidence, the public 
office that Ronald Reagan holds 
is the office that Unruh wants. I 
can hear Mr. Unruh intoning 
those words, managing to sound 
as magisterial as Learned 
Hand But take it from me — I 
wouldn’t want you to think 
poorly of Jesse Unruh — he was 
laughing inside. 
Why? Because in the history 
of mountain-making, it is hard 
to come up with anything more 
ambitious than what Mr. Unruh 
and his legions are up to. What 
happened is that in the course of 
a question period following an 
address, Governor Reagan was 
talking about the problem of 
student riots. It is a not unin­ 
teresting problem in California. 
A few days after the governor 
spoke, a student in Santa Bar­ 
bara was killed by a sniper’s 
bullet. A week or two before, 
students at one university 
physically threatened the 
governor and his entourage, 
hurling not only words at him, 
but also sticks and stones So the 
governor, advocating firmness, 
said that if the disrupters 
wanted a “bloodbath, let’s get it 
over with.” 
You would think, to judge 
from Unruh and the others, that 
Mr. Reagan revealed himself as 
in favor of blood in the streets. I 
cannot think of any other con­ 
struction of this statement that 
would justify the hysteria that 
Mr. Unruh is feigning. But to do 
him and others a courtesy, let us 
examine what Governor Reagan 
must have meant. 
1. Did he mean that he would 
welcome the spilling of blood? 
Surely that is a perverse con­ 
struction. For one thing, if he 
wanted the sight of blood, he 
would disguise the fact of it: bad 
politics, you know. Was it a 
Freudian slip? What is there in 
his background to suggest any 
such thing? There is no record of 
his hemophilic past? It does not 
exist. What does exist is a long 
record of opposition to violence. 
You see, violence is what comes 
from breaking the law. Those 
who believe in breaking the law 
are those who produce blood- 
baths. There is no record of Mr. 


Reagan’s welcoming the ex­ 
perience of repression, nothing 
that would suggest the kind of 
elation with which George 
Wallace used to describe what 
he would do if someone lay down 
on the road in front of his 
automobile. 
2. Mr. Reagan’s insistence 
that he is for order on the 
campus even if it takes a 
“bloodbath” 
was 
meant 
metaphorically, to be sure. If, 
let us say, an individual student 
starts breaking windows to 
express himself on Vietnam, 
Mr. Reagan’s deputies would 
seize said student by the arm 
and lead him to jail. No need for 
spilling any blood there, surely. 
On the other hand, a situation is 
conceivable in which blood 
would be spilled — in which 
blood has been spilled. In the 
Santa Barbara situation, a 
sniper among the protesters 
actually killed a student. It is 
dearly the duty of a policeman, 
upon spotting a sniper, to open 
fire against him and by so doing 
prevent the spilling of innocent 
blood, which is to be preferred to 
preventing the spilling of guilty 
blood. So that although there is 
no reason to suppose that Mr. 
Reagan intended to predict, let 
alone advocate, the spilling of 
blood, it would appear to me 
altogether implicit in any 
statement of firmness, that 
blood might very well be spilled. 
3. The point is that the 
initiative in such situations is 
the enemy’s. There is no excuse 
for any California policeman 
opening fire when fire is un­ 
necessary. But it is important to 
note that there are situations 
when fire is necessary. And that 
those situations are triggered a) 
by students who resort to 
violence to have their way; and 
b) by non-students who indulge 
that kind of student activity, 
either by failing to prosecute 
such students, or by moaning 
about the moral imperatives of 
the Vietnam War, and how they 
are an excuse for campus 
transcendence. Mr. Unruh 
would make more sense, and 
who knows might get more 
votes, if he advised his con­ 
siderable following on campus 
that any blood that gets spilled is 
most likely their own doing, and 
Mr. Reagan would happily reply 
that any blood that is spilled 
unnecessarily by his policemen, 
will not be forgiven. See how 
easy it is?

By 
sheer coincidence, the 'public 
office that Ronald Reagan holds 
is the office that Unruh wants I 
can tear Mr Unruh intoning 
those words, managing to sound 
as m agisterial as Learned 
Hand But take it from me — I 
wouldn’t want you to think 
poorly of Jesse Unruh — he was 
laughing inside. 
Why? Because in the history 
of mountain-making, it is hard 
to come up with anything more 
ambitious than what Mr Unruh 
and his. legions are up to... What 
happened is that in the course of 
a question period following an 
address, Governor Reagan was 
talking about the problem of 
student riots It is a not unin­ 
teresting problem in California 
A few days after the governor 
spoke, a student in Santa Bar­ 
bara was killed by a sniper’s 
bullet. A week or two before, 
students at one university 
physically 
threatened 
the 
governor and his entourage, 
hurling not only worth at him, 
but also sticks and stones So the 
governor, advocating firmness, 
said that if the disrupters 
wanted a “bloodbath,, let’s get it 
over with.” 
You would think, to judge 
from Unruh and the others, that 
Mr. Reagan revealed himself as 
in favor of blood in the streete., I 
cannot think of any other con­ 
struction of this statement that 
would justify the hysteria that 
Mr. Unruh is feigning. But to do 
him and others a courtesy, let us 
examine what Governor Reagan 
must have meant. 
1. Did he mean that he would 
welcome1 the spilling of blood.? 
Surely that is a perverse con­ 
struction. For one thing, if he 
wanted the sight of blood, he 
would disguise the fact of it: bad 
'politics, you. know. Was it a 
Freudian slip? What is there in 
his background to suggest any 
such thing? There is no record of 
his hemophilic past? It does not 
exist. What does, exist is a long 
record of opposition to violence. 
You see, violence is what comes 
from breaking the law. Those 
who 'believe in breaking the law 
are those who produce blood- 
baths. There is no record of Mr.

Reagan's welcoming the ex­ 
perience of repression, nothing 
that would suggest the kind of 
elation with which George 
Wallace' used, to' describe what 
he would do if someone lay down 
on the road in front of his I 
automobile 
2. Mr, Reagan's insistence 
that he is for order on the 
campus even if it takes a 
“ bloodbath” 
was 
meant 
metaphorically, to be sure. If, 
let us say, an. individual student 
starts breaking windows to 
express himself on Vietnam, 
Mr 
Reagan’s deputies would 
seize said, student, by the arm 
and lead him to jail. No need for 
spilling any blood there, surely. 
On the other hand, a situation is 
conceivable in which blood 
would be spilled — in which 
blood has been spilled. In the 
Santa B arbara situation, a 
sniper among the protesters 
actually killed, a student. It is 
clearly the duty of a policeman, 
upon spotting a sniper, to open 
fire against him and by so doing 
prevent the spilling of innocent 
blood., which is to be preferred to 
preventing the spilling of guilty 
blood So that although there is 
no reason to suppose that Mr. 
Reagan intended to predict, let 
alone advocate, 'the spilling of 
blood, it would appear to me 
altogether implicit in any 
statem ent of firmness, that 
blood, might very well be spilled. 
3. The point is that the 
initiative in such situations is 
the enemy’s. There is no excuse 
for any California policeman 
opening fire when fire is un­ 
necessary . But it is important to 
note that there are situations 
when fire is necessary. And that 
those situations' are 'triggered a) 
by students who resort. tO' 
violence to have their way; and 
b) by non-students who indulge 
that kind of student activity, 
either by failing, to prosecute' 
such students, or by moaning 
about the moral imperatives of 
the Vietnam War, and how they 
are an excuse for campus 
transcendence. 
Mr. 
Unruh 
would make more sense, and 
who knows might get more 
votes, if he advised his con­ 
siderable following on campus 
that any blood that gets spilled is 
most likely their own doing, and 
Mr. Reagan would happily reply 
that any blood that is spilled 
unnecessarily by his policemen, 
will not be forgiven.

— Why baseball players are 
considered so fragile? It’s not 
like that in other sports; 90 per 
cent of the opposition will

— and once they’re disentangled

two hockey players will collide 
and go bump over beaker into 
the boards, and that TV camera 
never pauses.

THEY CARRY 
THE MESSAGE 
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Murphy Is Confident

WASHINGTON - The warm 
breezes of conservatism are 
blowing over the Golden State 
and U.S. Sen. George Murphy 
expects them to brush him back 
into office for another six-year 
term. 
Looking tan and healthful and 
with an Irish twinkle still in his 
blue eyes, it all belies his 67 
years, making him appear much 
younger. He relaxed in his office 
the other day and talked about 
these and other matters with 
this reporter. 
“ Of course California 
is 
growing 
more 
con­ 
servative,“ said Murphy who 
makes no bones about his own 
conservatism. “This is reflected 
in the tremendous popularity of 
Gov. 
Reagan, 
our 
State 
Legislature and in other ways.” 
While he said he expects to 
win re-election, the former actor 
would not predict who his 
Democratic opponent would be, 
Rep. George Brown or Rep. 
John Tunney. son of the former 
world heavy weight champion. 


‘‘I expect to get my share of 
the minority vote, the Negroes 
and 
M exican-A m ericans, 
because they know I’ve done 
right by them,” Murphy said. 
“They know I’ve been in the 
forefront 
for 
educational 
programs 
and 
other 
federal 
endeavors to help them.” 


Murphy 
said his 
bill 
to 
prohibit strikes by farm workers 
during peak harvest times was 
“gaining a lot of support,” but 
admitted it might alienate some 
in labor “because they don’t 
understand it.”
